I acknowledge being.guilYty of that with which end(am charged 
as I'cbhslder myself responsible for the deeds of my subordinates 
and also for that of my deputyi the 2nd, accused SAKAI. But I 
do not consider myself responsible for the actions of my subor¬ 
dinates in (Rose places to which they were detached. I am an 
officer of the regular forces and on 11th, Ilovember 1943, with 
the rank of iiarrant Officer in the navy, became second - in¬ 
command of the IOKKEH'AI In HACASSAK,beings -^attached to the 
Commandant of the TOKKEITAI ( Kalgttn Tukubetsu Kalsatsu Tal- 
speclal naval police detachment), the garrlsonk commander

nuvol Headquarters. Vhe liaison botwoen the senior Staff 
officer - by whom all morders were issued - and mo - 
charged with the general control - was formed by. the legal 
officer with whom I talked all matters over and to whom all 
reports and statements had to be handed. There was also a 
secret intelligence organisation in UiVCIISSAKy the YOSUlSUluITAIt 
which organisation was dissolved in April I9*^i its personnel 
being placed at the disposition of the TOKKKITAI as an intel¬ 
ligence service. 

The general task of the TOKKLITAI consisted in: 

1. The maintenance of discipline among the Japanese forces 
and civilians; 

2. the maintenance of order and tranquillity^ especially 
comprising matters of political Importance; 

3. the supervision of the guarding of military stores. 

There were printed regulations Issued by the Command of the 
2nd Southern Squadron. 

These contained among other things that there must be a con¬ 
fession before a case could be sent to a coiirt-martial 
(GUiiPOKAI); there were also regulations as to the treatment 
of various matters. It was laid down that the Interrogation 
of accused and witnesses must be done careful^br so that perso¬ 
nal opinions were excluded, thus the examination must be 
conducted with impartiality. Nothing was said as to the way 
in which a confession must or could be obtained. 

During my time of office however there never were denials ; 
all confessed at once of their own accord . There was no ex¬ 
press prohibition of beating in the regulations, but the 
provisions of the regulations contained that no beating must 
be done, Everyone serving in the TOKKtITAI could know this. 
..hen I was appointed to the TOKiasiTAI on 11th. November l9*+3 
the other accused were already working as members of it, v/ith 
the exception of the l4th, accused Dol Md l5th, accused 
KAKATA who joined later as interpreter and chauffeur respec¬ 
tively. 

The 2nd. accused, SAKAI, was as senior petty officer my 
deputy and then took on my powers. 

'..henever I received orders to investigate an affair, I 
selected the one who was to conduct that investigation. 

The man selected had Independent powers of arrest and began 
at once with a preliminary interrogation, the results of which 
he sent in to me or to the 2nd. accused, SAKAI. SAKAI was also 
associated in the allocation of cases for I often handed this 
I over to him, I lived in the TOKKlilTAI building but I never 
saw any beating done, though I believe however that it did 
' take place. 

The senior Staff officer gave the orders for duty tours 
and I then selected who must go on these. The 2nd, accused, 
SAKAI, sometimes did the selecting if I was not there or 
following an order from me. If a group v/as sent out on a 
duty tour the senior in rank automatically took commend. There 
were sometimes exceptions however, when a junior in rank v/as 
appointed head because he v/as already acquainted with the 
affair or v/as better qualified v/ith regard to the mission, 

I talked over detaching with the garrison commander, ISHIDA,

I can state that the investigation in January 19^5 concerning 
the placards affair was ordered uy the senior btaff officer, 
TOYAUii, and I carried this order out. 

Tho Investigation Into the espionage affair - under Ib of 
the indictment - was also ordered by TOYAl'A and carried out by me. 
That with v/hich I am charged voider Ic - the Investigation 
In U/vUOLDJOl:. and WlDJLNL In November 19^4 - v/as ordered by me 
after. *Ad|think, an order from TOYAUA's predecessor, USAWA. 

I deny the rest v/lth v/hlch I have been charged. I admit 
however that I never exercised a supervision over my subordin¬ 
ates to see v/hether during their Interrogations they used 
methods which were not allowed. 


2nd, accused SAKAI Chobel i 

I acknowledge having committed the acts with which I am 
charged for I did occasionally strike someone with the flat 
of my hand, for Instance, the v/ltnesses HAllZAH and J, LILIPALY, 

I also consider myself responsible for the acts of my subordi¬ 
nates, but only when these took place during the time the 1st ac¬ 
cused was absent and I replaced him. 

When the 1st accused became second -In- cocamand of the 
TOiaCLITAI I was senior petty Officer. 

As such my work was to pass on the 1st accused’s orders to the 
subordinates and to receive their reports and give these to 
the 1st accused. 

What the 1st, accused has said about the allocalion of duties 
(allotting of cases)Is correct. I myself also undertook Investi¬ 
gations as well. 1 was also the senior there In the 1st. accused's 
absence, and when the 1st accused did happen to be present and 
gave me orders to this effect, I acted In his name. 

I admit that what the accused has said about this Is correct, 
is also what he has said about official tours and detaching. I 
/ the am acquainted v/lth/^TOlCKEITAI regulations and I admit that what 
the 1st. accused has said about the regulations is correct. I 
too, like the 1st. accused, lived in the TOICKEITAI building. 

I myself never Ill-treated anybody. 

/ I deny that with which I am charged under I and II, I was still 
/• / working with the TOIOKEITAI in the same function at the time of 
^ the Japanese capitulation. 

Before I came to the Netherlands Indies I was in the police 
in NAGASAKI^this from 5th February 1935 till 8th. October 19^1. 

I did sometimes see and hear that the TOKKEITAI beat people. 

I did not stop this as I did not have the power to do so; only 
the 1st. accused could do that. 

It was necessary, however, that there should be beatings for 
a confession had to be forced ; if beating had not taken place 
there would practically never have been a confession, and without 
this a case might not be sent by the TOlOOilTAI to the Court-mar¬ 
tial. If they denied those being interrogated were struck with 
the hand or a stick. Torture (the accused used the technical 
word of the TOKKEITAI and KELIPLITAI for this "kornim" also took 
place; but this I disapproved of most strongly. The methods for 
obtaining a confession were not Instructed flom above but v/ere 
inventions of those doing the Interrogating, buch for instance 
as the method of the burning cigarette. 

As far as the places were concerned where detachments were 
posted, I do not consider myself in general responsible for the 
acts of those detached as the 1st accused selected the men for 
these posts. Whenever I had to replace the 1st. accused and the 
detaching took place on my instructions I do then consider myself 
in that case to be responsible for the acts of the men detached, 
hut I cannot remember exactly which detachings took place at my 
suggestion. 


-3rd' 
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3rd, accused TOUITA Toshlmltsu: 

I deny having committed the acts v/ith which I have been 
charged. I was a policeman^ in KORLA and on 6 August 19^2 was 
posted to the TOKlJilTAI here with the rank of feeading Seaman, 

On 1 Hay 1943 I was promoted to petty officer, on 1 Hay 1944 
to chief petty officer and 1 September 1945 to warrant officer. 
Vihat the 1st, accused has said about the TOKKblTAI regulations, 
allocation of duties, duty tours, detachings is correct. I 
lived in the TOKKLITAI building, I was still in the same function 
with the TOKKLITAI at the moment of the Japanese capitulation. 

4th. accused HIIIAHI Tooru; 

I deny having committed the acts with which I have been 
charged. Bom January 1937 till l4 October I94lx I was a policeman 
with the Uanchurian Railway Co. On 6 August 1942 I was posted 
to the TOKtO^lITAI with the rank of leading seaman. V/hat the 1st 
accused has said about the regulations,allocation of duties, 
duty tours and detachings is correct. I was the head in the 
duty tours to POSO in the period October 1943 till the end 
of January 1944; OKU en SEIIKI were under me, I was head of the 
detachment in PALOPO from 26 September 1944 till February 1945. 

I lived in liACASSAR in the TOKKEITAI building. was still 
with the TOKKEITAI in the same function at the time of the 
Japanese capitulation. 

5th. accused LANABE Shlrecu 

I deny having committed the acts with which I have been 
charged. In 1936 I was working in the police station in FUKUOKA 
KEN and was then a police constable there from August 1938 till 

8 October I94l. In the beginning of August 1942 I was posted to 
the TOKKEITAI with the rank of leading seaman. V(hat the 1st. 
accused has said about the regulations, allocation of duties, 
duty tours and detachings is correct, except that in my opinion 

a confession was not always demanded in order that a case be sent 
to the Court-martial, The tour to PALOPO-HAKALEiRAHTEPAO in July 1 
1943 took place under the leadership of OGUltA, the senior petty 
officer. OKU, SEIIKI, UINAllI, DOI and I took part in this tour. 

I was not in SEKGKAHG that time. In HACASSAR I lived in the 
TOKKEITAI building. At the time of the Japanese capitulation 
I was still with the T0K}U::ITAI in the same function. 

6 th. accused L'AKASHIL’A Susumu: 

I deny having committed the acts with which I have been 
charged. From l5 February 1940 till the end of September 194l 
I was a police constable in KEIJO, In August 1942 I was posted 
to the TQIUCLITAI with the rank of leading seaman. Jhat the 1st 
accused has said about the regulations allocation of duties, 
duty tours and detachings is correct. I lived in the TOKKLITAI 
building. At the time of the Japanese capitulation I was still 
with the TOKlilTAI in the same function, I admit however that I 
struck witness J.P. NANLOHY three times with the flat of my hand. 

8th. accused SHIBA Yoshihiro: 

I deny having committed the acts with which I am charged. 

In August 1942 I was posted to the TOKKEITAI here with the rank 
of leading seaman, i.'hat the 1st. accused has said about the 
regulations, allocation of duties, duty tours and detachings 
is correct. I lived in the TOiUlilTAI building, I v/as still in the 
same function with the T0I3a:.ITAI at the time of the Japanese 
capitulation. I acknowledge having shuck EIAHAJA three times with 
the flat of my hand. 

9 th. accused EGUCHI Tokyo; 

-I deny- 
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9th. accused LGUCHI Tokyo; 

I deny having committed the acts v/ith which I am charged. From 
10 June 1937 till 8 October 19^1 I v/as a police constable In the 
SAGA district. In August 19^2 I Joined the TOKhlirrAI here with the 
rank of leading seaman, t.'hat the 1st. accused has said about the 
regulations, allocation of duties, duty tours and detachings is 
correct, but a confession was not always asked for in order to 
bring a case before the Court-martial, I lived in the TOAKEIxiil 
building. I v/as still in the same fmction v/ith the TOKKEHAI 
v/hen Japan capitulated. 


I deny having committed the acts with which I am charged. In 
January 1943 I was posted to the TOKKLITAI in MACASSAR V/lth the rank 
of chief petty officer, V/hat the 1st, accused has said about the 
regulations, allocation of duties, duty tours and detachings is 
correct, I lived in the T0m.ITAI building here. In January 19^3 
I went on a duty tour to V/ADJO-SLVA with tlORO, SiilJOO and ASAHI. 

The legal officer LiORO v/as in command and SliJiOO was my super¬ 
ior in rank. Form 24.5.l9*+4 till 10,1-194? I was detached to 
LIADJIiJlL with ONO who v/as the chief, 'lie were also in MAMOtDJOE 
during that period. At the time Japan capitulated I was still 
in the same function with the TOKKEHAI. 

11th. accused L-ASUDA Tamotsu; 


I deny having committed the acts with which I am charged. In 
Augusf1942 I v/as posted to the TOKKEITAI here v/lth the rank of 
leading seaman. What the 1st, accused has said about the regula¬ 
tions, allocation of duties, duty tours and detachings is correct, 
but a case could be brought before the Court-martial v/lthout 
a confession, provided that there was sufficient evidence. I lived 
in the TOKKEITAI building in MACASSAR. From 26 August 1944 to 20 
April 19'*^5 I v/as detached to PALOPO with OKADA as chief and SAITO 
as interpreter, I was still in the same function with the TOKKLITAI 
at the capitulation of Japan. 

12th. accused OKU Masashice: 

I deny having committed the acts v/lth which I am charged. In 
August 19^2 I v/as posted to the TOKKEITAI here with the rank of 
chief petty officer. What the 1st. accused has said about the 
TOKKEITAI regulations, allocation of duties, duty tours and de¬ 
tachings is correct. I lived in MACASSAR in the TOKKEITAI building. 

In July 1943 I went on duty tour to PALOPO-UAKALE-RANTEPAO with 
OGURA and LIANADE. OGURA was in command. I was detached to M/J>JENE 
with SHE-lITZU from September 1944 till January 1946. I was the chief. 
From January 194? till the following April OKADA v/as the chief and 
Z v/orked under him. SHBilTZU went back to MACASSAR. When Japan 
capitulated I was still in the same function with the TOICKEITAI. 

I admit however having struck V.ENSVEEN with the flat of my hand 
by order of KODAMA (the 1st. accused’s predecessor). I also acknow¬ 
ledge having struck v/itness KEIiDHIKS three times with the flat of 
my hand by order of OGURA. This holds good also with regard to 
witness PAUL TAKDI. 

accused TEMYAL'A Sholchi: 


I deny having committed the acts with which I am charged, I v/as 
posted to the TOPUCLITAI here in August 1942 with the rank of chief 
petty officer. What the 1st. accused has said about the regulations, 
allocation of duties, duty tours, and detachings is correct, 

I lived in the TOKKEITAI building, V/hen Japan capitulated I v/as 
still working in the same function with the TOlUvLITAI, 

-l4th.accused- 
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l4th. accused DPI Hoborui 

I deny having conunitted the acts with v/hich I am charged. In 
August l9Mf I came tdthe TOKKLITAI here as an Interpreter . Before 
that I was a naval employee and had no rank. From the end of August 
1944 I lived in the TOilLLITAI building. I cannot judge as to whether 
what the 1st. accused has said about the regulations is correct or 
not as I was only an interpreter. I have never read the TOKKEITAI 
regulations. In July 1943 I went to PALOPO on a duty tour with MINaLI, 
BBIIKI, OGURA, LANABE and OKU. Jhen Japan capitula'-ed I was still 
working with the lOKIlilTAI in the same function. I acknowlGrige hovj- 
ever having four times struck SIAHAJA with the flat of my hand by 
YAliAGUCHI’s orders; the same thing too with regard to THOOJG TOK 
LLANG. 

l5th. accused NAKATA Fusao ; 

I den y having committed the acts with which I am charged. On 1 
HovemTjer '1944 I v/as temporarily put at the dj^osition of the TOKICEITAI 
as a chauffeur and so do not know v/hether what the 1st, accused has 
said about the regulations, allocation of duties, duty tours and 
detachings is correct, I lived in the TOKKLUAI building. By judgment 
of this Court-martial dated 23 January 194? I v/as sentenced to 10 
years imprisonment for systematic terrosm. 

..hen Japan capitulated I was still v/orking with the TOKKEITAI 
in the same function. 

l6th. accused 3EII00 Ghigeichi; 

having committed the acts v/ith which I am charged. From 
1 Lay 1933 till 7 October 1940 I was in the police in OSAKA, 

In August 1942 I was placed with the TOKKLITAI here T;ith the rank 
of chief petty officer. V.hat the 1st. accused has said about the 
regulations, allocation of duties, duty tours and detachings is 
correct, but a case could also be brought before the Court-martial 
without a confession provided that there was sufficientevidence. 

In January 1943 I went on a duty tour to WADJO-SB/A with LORO, 

SHILITZU and Asahi. LORO, who was legal officer, was in command 
while I v/as superior in rank to SHILITZU and ASAEI. When Japan 
capitulated I was still working with the TOKKLITAI in the same 
fimction. ___ 

Considering that at the sitting 1l4 statements, containing 
sworn statements and confrontations, made and held during the 
preliminary investigation, were read out to and shown the accused, 
by which statements the identity of the accused is established 
and a mistake of persons excluded, and through which the above- 
mentioned total and partial confessions are confirmed and the 
following evidentiaiiiy matter produced with regard to the remaining 
charges; 

Considering however that a short dissertation must first be given 
as to that which has been charged so far as the component parts 
there^of are concerned; 

Considering that this indictment is not concerned with the 
accused as individuals but as a group in the sense of art, 10 
Stat, Book 1946 no. 45, they forming part of the special Japanese 
Naval Police organisation in LACASSAR called the TOKIilTAI, of which 
group the 1st. accused v/as the second -in- command and the rest 
respectively members, interpreter and chauffeur; 

Considering that Ik has been charged against this group - the 
criminal responsibility of which will be discussed later - that 
contrary to the rules and customs of v.ar it, 4, carried out unlawful 
mass arrests and /or B, practised systematic terrorism against arres¬ 
ted persons,this consisting in actions specifically mentioned; all 
of which acts led, at anyrate contributed to the death or serious 

-bodily- 
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bodily and mental suffering of many, and to the sentencing to death 
and imprisonment of several innocent persons; 

Considering that under xmlawful mass arrests must be imderstood 
arrests of groups of persons, firstly on the ground of wild rumours 
and suppositions and secondly, v;ithout definite facts and indications 
being present with regard to each person which justified his arrest; 

Considering that the object of these mass arrests v/as to play 
various arrested persons off against each other, they being unable 
to have any further contact with each other, and also by means of inti¬ 
midation and terrorisation either of the arrested persons or of their 
family, after screening and sifting to arrive at concrete indications 
against certain persons in order to take proceedings against these 
latter; 

Considering that this method consequently ended at the point 
where in countries with democratic principles of justice an arrest 
can only begin, which method v/as also in vogue with the KT-.i.P i’.TT/.T 
(special Japanese army police), and even with the Japanese civil 
police as the Court-martial has found when trying other cases, and 
v/hlch, as is generally known, formed also the well-tied method of 
the German Gestapo and Russian G.P.U., both of which latter organi¬ 
sations at interrogations worked systems analogous to those of the 
KLLJ’EITAI and TOKKEITAI; 

Considering that the aforesaid mass arrests/ already contained 
the elements of systematic terrorism in them for nobody, even the 
most innocent, was any longer certain of his liberty and a person 
once arrested, even if absolutely innocent, could no longer be sure 
of health and life; 

Considering further that the terrorism as reflected in the 
charge must be considered as systematic, as the ill-treatments and 
tortures were not only similar-as regards the various accused but were 
also similar to those employed everywhere by the members of the 
KEhlPEITAI, one definite object alone being aimed at, namely the 
forcing of a confession without which it was impossible to bring 
a case before the Japanese Court-martial; further, in order to 
obtain this confession in the quickest and easiest manner the lines 
of least resistance v/ere follov/ed, namely, not by the collecting 
of copious data against an accused and so producing such conclusive 
evidence that denial was practically Impossible, but by direct 
psychological and physical compulsion paralysing the resistance of 
the person under interrogation, the result being that on innumerable 
occasions a so-called confession of acts committed followed,made^ by 
people who v/ere entirely innocent of such; 

Considering that with regard to the TOKKEITAI taken as a group, 
legal and convincing evidence has been produced at the sitting that 
it was guilty of both the aforesaid war crimes; 

Considering that no incriminating evidence has been produced 
against the 13 th accused, TERiVf/’JJA iJhoichi, and it has appeared that 
the war crimes peviously mentioned were committed by the TOKKEITAI 
group without his having anything to do in the matter, so that he 
must be acquitted of that with which he has been charged and the order 
for his immediate release must be upheld; 

Considering that special acts are further charged against each 
of the remaining accused, which acts form a handful of the total 
crimes committed by the group and determine closer the share that 
each member of this group had in the said crimes, all of which 
subdivisions shall be tested against the evidence produced. 

1 st, accused J/.OTOL'URA Shieeki ; 

Considering that it has been definitely proved by the investi¬ 
gation at the sitting that in EALIOEDJOE and HADJLKE in November 19Mt 
a great niunber of people suspected of espionage and conspiracy were 
arrested, kept in prison, illtreated and tortured; as also in IIaCASSAR, 
in January 19^5, a large group of persons suspected of distributing 
anti-Japanese placards and other documents; as also in MCASSAh, in 
January 19^5» a large group of persons on the ground of their refusing 
to work for the Japanese; to which groups those persons enumerated 
in the indictment under la, b, and c belonged; the consequent results 

-being- 
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being as stated in the indictnent. 

Considering that the 1 st. accused has stated that the inves¬ 
tigation in the aforesaid cases was ordered by the senior Staff 
officers TOYAMA and USA\iA and carried out by him - accused so 
that the 1 st, accused must be considered responsible, not for carrying 
out the order v/hich as a subordinate he could not refuse to do, but 
for the fact that the execution of the order took the form of mass 
arrests as has already been discussed, and that methods of interroga¬ 
tion such as mentioned above v/ere used thereby; 

Considering that the 1 st. accused must also be made responsible 
for everything experienced by the group named xmder Id - as shovm 
by the witnesses' statements - after 11 November 1943, the date v;hen 
his period of administration began, and responsible also for what 
under/ THE HAP TJENG, mentioned / Ic, went through in the TOKKEITAI buil¬ 
ding in LJiCASSARj 

Considering that during the investigation that which is charged 
against the accused under II and III has also been proved; 

Viith regard to the other accused: 

Considering that from the investigation held at the sitting it 
has further appSered that the aforesaid crimes (these being especially 
mentioned if they were of a very serious nature) were committed 
against the following persons at the place and time mentioned 
thereby, for which, in addition to the group, the remaining accused 
must be individually made responsible in the way set down in the 
special part of the charge relating to them, v/hile furthermore still 
further cases of more or less serious ill-treatment have appeared 
TJhich v/ere not specifically stated in the indictment and which 
equally deserve being mentioned below: 

1. THE HAP TJENG, Macassar, March 1945: accused SHIMnzU, Victim dead; 
theft of goods to an amoxmt of about f. 30 . 000 . 

2. SOPEAHDI, Macassar, April 1945: accused SHIBA and DOI. 

3. MIDIN, Macassar, April 1945: accused SKIBA and DOI, 

4. BADEN SALEH, Macassar, April 1945: accused SHIBA and DOI. 

5. P.I.A, SIAHAJA, Macassar, May 1945: accused SHIBA and DOI. 

6 . G. LOUHEflAPESSY, M'acassar, April 1945: accused SHIBA and DOI. 

7. I. KAILOLA, Macassar, May 1945: accused SHIBA and DQI.

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ABI^UL RASJID i As houseboy an^Jailer with the TOKKBITAI in 
llacassar with ray ovm eyes I saw people tortured (witness gave 
a detailed description) by the accused DOI, SHIBA, SHUJIl'ZU, 

OKU, liAHABE and HAKASHDiA. 

The witness also gave a lengthy explanation as to feeding, 
housing aiiittreatment of arrestees, this being confirraed in full 
by the stateraent as a witness of the jailer IBlUiKIli. 

Considering that for all the above act^ the perpetrators of 
the same must be held criminally responsible, but further the 
TOKKLITAI considered as a v/hole (group) also, seeing that these 
offences v/ere all committed v/ithln the framework of the TOKKEHAI 
•s activities, v/lth this understanding however that the degree 
of responsibility must not be made the same for all the accused; 

Considering with regard to this that the 1st accused v/as 
charged with the general^ssued by him, he allocated the duties, 
gave orders for the duty tours, and detachments took place 
entirely according to his submission so that as far as he is 
concerned he must bear the greatest measure of responsibility 
for everything standing to the debit of the TOKKEHAI in Macassar; 

Considering that the responsibility of the 2nd. accused 
as the 1st. accused's deputy follows directly on that of his 
chief; 

Considering as far as the remaining accused are concerned 
that their responsibility must be prized as being mutually equal, 
following that of their immediate commandant (1st. accused) and 
the latter's deputy (2nd. accused),but with this modification 
however, that the l4th. accused DOI,^ Hoboru,and l5th accused 
NAKATA Fusao were only appointed as respectively interpreter and 
chauffeur and further, that those taking part in the duty tours 
as also the detachments, had their independent activities and 
as such formed a sub-group of the TOHillAI, and those in charge 
of the duty tours and the heads of detachments had the greater 
responsibility and were thus more reponsible than their fellow 
travellers and those subordinates v<rho had also been detached 
v/ith them; 

Considering that through the above legal evidence the 
Court-martial has been convinced that the actions charged were 
committed, constituting the violation of the laws and customs 
of war to be closer specified in the dictum,and the aforesaid 
accused are guilty thereof as shov/n above, v/herefore they deserve 
to be declared guilty and sentenced to pimishment; 

Considering with regard to the penalty, that the Court-martial 
is of the opinion that the gradation of responsibility shown above, 
considered in connection v/ith the extent and gravity of the crimes 
committed by each of the accused> must be taken as a basis for 
this; 

In view of the sentence passed by the Court- on the l5th. 
accused, NAKATA Fusao, No. T.Kr. 21/1946, dated 23 January 1947, 
and in connection therewith article 7 of Statute Book 1946 no. 45; 

In view of the decision taken by the Court-martial at the 
first sitting that the accused shall be kept vmder arrest during 
the trial, and the order given at the sitting on Tuesday, 13 May 
1947, that the 13th. accused, TER/iYAMA Shollchi, be released 
immediately;
